It is a great 
Hardſhip that you are obliged to go once in 
ſix or ſeven Years all over your Dioceſes 
confirming Vouths: But you need not be 
over- much concerned; you are entertained 


well, and as for the Labour, you may hurry it 


over as fait. as poſſible, placing both Hands 
at once upon the Heads of as many Boys as 
you can make your Fingers to touch, and 
ſome Effluvie may perhaps fly from the 


Ends. of your Fingers to others who are 


neareſt : Before you diſmiſs a Parcel, you 
may mutter over ſome. Words, but in ſuch a 
manner, as to be unintelligible to all but 
yourſelves; the Lads, when they have got 


away, ſhall, through my Inſtigation, laugh 


together at the myſterious Ceremony they 
have undergone ; but others of a graver Caſt 
ſhall bleſs them ſelves upon this happy Occa- 
ſion. At your Approach to any Place, I 
ſhall take care to inſpire all Paren ts round 
about with an enthuſiaſtic Notion, that now 
is the joyful Time when their Children are 
to be made happy, and to be enſured from 
ever ſinning more, by your moſt holy Touch, 
looking upon you as an Angel come down 
from Heaven to ſave their wicked Children,

and to eſtabliſh thoſe that are good ; and 
they will reſt ſatisfied afterwards, without 
troubling themſelves about the future Con- 
duct of their Children; imagining, that in 
ſending them to be confirmed by the Biſhop, 
they have done ior them all that is in their 
Power, or all that is required of them; and 
the Youths themſelves ſhall for the future 
take leſs heed to their Actions, as I will 
make them think that Confirmation takes off 
the Heinouſneſs of every Crime they ſhall 
commit. But for thoſe Parents who have a 
larger Share of Underſtanding than the com- 
mon People, upon them I will endeavour 
to make it have a different Effect, they ſee- 
ing their great and leading Men in the Church 
making a formal Parade about a Ceremony 
which, as it is uſually performed, they know 
can be of Service to none, and only impoſ- 
eth upon weak and ignorant People ; it 
will make them think that the whole of Re- 
ligion is a mere Farce, an empty Show. 
There are ſome of you, tho' but few, and 
thoſe I hate for it, who, when they are in 
their Progreſs, encourage Youths to come to 
them at the Place where they then reſide, 
inſtructing them in the Principles of the 
Chriſtian Religion, inlightning their Minds, 
rectifying their Notions of Things, explain- 
ing what 1s difficult to be underſtood in Re- 
ligion by younger Perſons, reſolving their 
Doubts, laying down Rules for their Beha- 

' viour, by which they may gain the Love of 
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the higheſt Degree; 
ries againſt it, "employed all my Cunning,

Be inſolent and haughty, affecting a Sype- 
riority over every Body ; entertain an utter 
Averſion to all who differ from you in Points 


of Religion; but you muſt hate, perſecute, 


torment, yea, even deſtroy, if it be in vour 


Power, all thoſe who differ from you in the 


outward Form of Worſhip. Chriſtianity (O 


I abhor the Name |!) in its firſt Purity, as it 
Was inſtituted by its Founder, and propa- 


gated by his immediate Followers, mode

Vou, Reverend Gentlemen, Who by In- 
tereſt have procured for yourſelves Benefices / 
and Livings in abundance, it is not proper 
that you ſhould ſubject yourſelves to any 
Toil, by preaching at any one of the Places 
you hold: It is my WI that you provide 
yourſelves with ſome poor mean Perſons to 
be your Curates, wWho will be glad of any 
thing for a Maintenance; or if ſome one of 
more Worth and better Abilities, through 
lack of Friends to "ſolicit his Advancement, 
ſhould ſeek to ſerve you, pay no Reſpect to 
his Merit, but ſcrew downhis Income ſo low, 
as ſcarce to ſupply his Neceſſities. And 
now a Word to this laſt Claſs. of the Clergy. 
Ye are in a hard Situation, and a hard one 
would have it to be; it will damp any 
ſprightly Genius that may be ſpringing up; 
and your neceſſitous Circumſtances will pre- 
vent you from furniſhing yourſelves with the 
Means of Improvement. If any Gentleman 
of your Congregation ſhould be pleaſed with 
you, and make you welcome at his Houſe, 
he may, perhaps, be a wicked Man, and 
then you muſt be careful never to reprove,

nor even to preach againſt thoſe Crimes of 
which he is guilty, elſe I ſhall ſtir him up to 
forbid you bi Houſe, and not only fo, but 
alſo to get you turned out of your Cutacy;

in the former Caſe: Thus will I triumph 
over your Virtue and Integrity; for cho | 
you know your Duty, yet will I make you 
ſacrifice every honeſt Principle in order to 
gain a ſcanty Support. Lou who happen to 
be put into a; Country Vicarage by a Noble 
man, Knight, or Squire in whole Gift it is, 
you Lordain to be the Dupes of your Pa- 
trons; perhaps you are his Chaplain, then 
if he be a merry jovial Perſon, you muſt be 
the Sport- maker for him and his Compa- 
nions, and be the Butt for all their Jokes and 
witty, Sayings; nor ſhall you dare to object 
againſt any of his Follies, under Penalty of | 
incurring his and my Diſpleaſure; you muſt 
fayyn upon him, praiſe his F. aults, and ad- 
mire his Failings: If you are ref to do 
thus, and be hearty in my Cauſe, it will have 
the Effect IL deſite. upon the whole Patith, 
baniſhing from their Minds all Love of Vir- 
tue, deſtroy every Principle of Honeſty, Ge- 
neroſity, Benevolence and Charity, and an 
univerſal Degeneracy ſhall ſpread itſelf every 
where, | to my Glory and Satisfaction, and to 
the great Increaſe of my Family. But if you 
„ have the Misfortune to be ſtripp'd of 
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(663) 
your Living, or turn'd out of your Curacy, and 
vou find there is nothing to be done by your 
Divinity, you may imitate the Example of 
one of the Cloth, whonowexhibits Lectures 
of Buffoonery on a Sunday Evening, near 
L--1---In's Inn; a Wretch whoſe Merits 
would not procure him a Living in the Service 
of his God, I therefore prompted him to turn 
his Talents to the ſupporting of my Kingdom. 
D ve Sons of Levi, let a general Languor 
run thro' your whole Tribe; remember that 
reading Prayers and Preaching is your Trade, 
which if it be done, tis enough, no matter 
in what Manner it be done. Vou may mount 
the Deſk with a careleſs Indifference; rattle 
over the Services with as much Speed as a 
School-boy would his Leſſon, leaving the 
People half behind; and you may rejoice 
as much when it is over, as he does when 
His Taſk is finiſhed. Whilſt the Reſponces 
are making, you may loll upon one Elbow, 
and take a critical View of the Congrega- 
tion, not in order to ſee if the Worſhip be 
performed with due Reverence and Deco- 
rum, but merely to ſatisfy your Curioſity to 
ſee particular Perſons, Dreſſes, &c. ſnewing 
the People, by the Levity of your Beha- 
viour, how little you are affected with true 
Devotion; that ſo it may make them ima- 
gine, that if hey go through the external 
Forms of Religion, tis ſufficient... When 
you aſcend the Pulpit, let it be done with 
an Air not of true Dignity, but of affected 
PLESSS' | Pride, 
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(64) 
Pride. You who are Maſters of more Learn- 
ing than is commonly to be found amongſt 
your Fellows, do you fill your Sermons with 
Diſputes and Arguments, concerning the 
Meaning of ſuch or ſuch Words and Phraſes, 
the Signification of which is not of the leaſt 
Importance to the Hearers; you may tell 
them that ſo and fo it was in the original 
. Hebrew, but that you found it bear a diffe- 
rent Senſe in thè Septuagint, and different 
ſtill in an Arabic Copy, reading over to 
them Scraps of thoſe Languages, Cc. then 
you may give them your Opinion to decide 
the whole: The wondering People will gaze 
and be aſtoniſhed at your profound Erudi- 
tion, and will immediately conclude, that ſo 

learned a Man can't poſſibly be wrong in 
any Point of Religion, and will put an im- 
plicit Faith in all you ſay; then you may be 
of great Service to me, eſpecially if you have 
any favourite Vices of your own which you 
would excuſe, by miſconſtruing ſome Paſ- 
ages of Scripture, and wreſting others to your 
own Purpoſe, to take off the Heinouſneſs 
of ſuch Crimes as you are guilty of, and indu- 
eing People to practiſe the fame. As for 
you of the Clergy, who raiſe not your 
Thoughts above the common Courſe of 
Things, let your Sermons be a Series of con- 
fuſed Nonſenſe; and read them over in a 
manner proper to lull the Congregation to 
ſleep. Let me perſwade all you of the 
Clergy, who have any Reſpect for _ to

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ſhun as yo would the Plague, and as per- 
fons whom T utterly hate, thoſe of your Bre- 
thren whoſe hehe Concern it is to be as 
ferviceable as they can to Mankind, both in 
their publick Capacity and in private Life; 3 
and particularly fee that you act directly con- 
trary to the Character of the Man whom ye 
will know by the Deſcription T here give of 
him.----His graceful and devout Behaviour, 

whilſt he is performing divine W orſhip, 
ftrikes all that are preſent with a roper 
Awe: He reads the Prayers with a Delithe- 
ration and Fervency becoming Creatures ad- 
drefling their Creator; and ſo great an Effect 
has it upon the Congregation, as to cauſe 
them all to join him with Heart and Mind: 
His Sermons are fitly calculated to point out 
to Sinners the fatal Conſequences of vicious 
Courſes, to inſtruct the Tgnorant in their way 
to eternal Life, and full of Motives to biaſs 
the wavering to the Choice of ſubſtantial 
Good: His well choſen Expreſſions fink deep 
into the Minds of the Audience ; and he 92 — 
livers them with a majeſtic Sweetneſs which 
prejudices the Hearers in fayour of whatever 
he {hall ſay, and inclines them to comply. with 
what he ſhall dictate to them, Joined to an 
Energy becoming Truth, and ſtrong incon- 
teſtable Arguments, ſtrikes home to the Con- 
ſciences of Sinners, and convinces thoſe who 
before were Unbelievers. He is a Phyſician 
not only to theSouls, but to the Bodies of thoſe 


Poor about him, who can't afford to procure 
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culiar Children of the Moſt High; thus be- 


a regular one. He often ſits like a Magiſtrate, 
and the whole Neighbourhood round bring 
their Differences before him, and he decides 

them with the greateſt Equity, and generally to 


the Satisfaction of both Parties; making the 


Offenders aſhamed of what they have done 


amiſs. By his good Offices he ſpreads Peace 


throughout the Pariſh, reconciling Enemies, 


and uniting all in one general Friendſhip. 
His Heart bounds with Joy when he has an 
Opportunity of ſaving a Family from Ruin, 
by lending them Money, Intereſt free, and 
aſſiſting them to follow their Buſineſs with 
Credit. Prudence alone ſets Limits to his 


charitable and beneficent Temper. HisChear- 


fulneſs and affable Behaviour, make him a 
welcome Gueſt wherever he goes, being re- 
ſpected and beloved by all who know him; 
even the moſt bluſtering Reprobate ſhrinks 
back into himſelf, and is over-aw'd when in 
his Preſence : Malice itſelf finds no room for 
Defamation in him. Theſe are the Lines of 
that hateful Cha racter, the Oppoſites of 
which I would have you purſue. 

Let me now give a few Directions to the 
Clergy of thoſe Parties who diſſent from the 
eſtabliſhed Church. Do ye inſinuate each 
of ye to your Flocks that when their Fore- 
fathers left the Church of Emgland, all Truth, 
Honeſty, Religion and Goodneſs forſook it

Let your pub- 
lick Worſhip be always of a long Duration, 
to ſhow that you are never weary of good F 
Things; i it may be of Service to me by mak- 
ing every body elſe weary of them. Let your 
Prayers be of an extraordinary Length, 
that ſo the younger Folks may be laid to 
ſleep, and the reſt be forced to turn their 
Eyes and Thoughts upon ſome new Objects, 
in order to keep themſelves awake : Vou 

need not be much concerned for Materials 
to prolong your Prayers, there are ſome - 
Phraſes and Expreſſions which you may re- 
peat twenty Times over, with a little Varia- 
tion; it will help to cheat thoſe over-religi- 
ous Perſons, who think that a great deal f 
Devotion lies in ſaying over thoſe and ſuch 
like Words, and thoſe of more Diſcern- 
ment will be offended, and they will intire- 
ly neglect your Houſe of Worſhip; thus will 
my Intereſt be promoted. Read your Ser- 
mons over in a dull, whining Tone, and let 
them: be filled with Exclamations _ | 
2011 14 "an 
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Sin-}: The Loathfomeneſs of Sin! Tlie ter- 
nal and fiery FTorments which will be the 
Puniſhment of Sin! But give them ho In- 
ſtrlictions how each one muſt perform 8 8 
Duties of their reſpective Stations, ſo as to 
gain Applaufe both in Heaven and on Lark 
You may tell them they muſt reſiſt y l 
Temptations; but don't diſcloſe to them the 
ſecret Ways by which thoſe Temptations 
ſteal * them, and at length force them to 
comply; nor point out to them the firſt 
Riſe and Progreſs of vitious Habits, for if 
vel do, it will make them guard againſt my 
firſt' Approaches, and conquer me whilſt my : 
Power over them is but weak, twould teach 
them to cruſſi every ſinful Inclination in its 
firſt Appearance, and to watch, leſt at any 
time they are caught by my Devices; this 
would be a heavy Stroke againſt my Em- 
pire. Vou may alſo in your Sermons prey oi it 
_ againſt all other parties but your own; ad- 
vancing it fora Truth, that no Sal vation is * 
be obtain d by any except they hold ywur 
Faith; and ingraft in your young Folks the 
ſame Prejudices, that ſo they may preſerve ; 
thuſe narrow Principles as long as they live-. 
It is by theſe Methods, that, to my great 
Joy, the Nation has, and will ſtill ſplit into 
Sects of various Denominations: 31 take care 
to foment Differences between: them, and 
make them quarrel among themſelves. The 
Church ſhail exclaim againſt all who do not 
jon in her — — them _— 
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ticks; and Enemies to true catholic Religion, 
and therefore Enemies to Chriſt the Head 
of the Church. The Preſbyterians ſhall rail 


at all Church- Authority and Government; 
againſt Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deans, Pre- 


bends, . Sc. declaring it to be contrary to the 


Deſign of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and who- 
ever joins with them are out of their Road 
to eternal Life. The Baptiſts ſhall pronounce, 


all loſt, who, regardleſs of ſo important a 
point of the Chriſtian Religion, neglect to 
be baptized when they come to mature 


Growth. The Quakers ſhall bar up the 
Road to Heaven. againſt all who do Ne wear 
a flouch'd Hat, or have not been affected 
with the Workings of the Spirit. The 
Trinitarians, zealous for. their Cauſe, ſhall 
not allow thoſe to be Chriſtians who deny the 
Godhead of Feſaus Chriſt, and. ſhall adn 
them to everlaſting puniſhment, who hold ſo 


damnable a Dochiine: Their Antagoniſts, 


animated with no eſs a Zeal,;, ſhall affirm, 
that no Place amongſt the Bleſſed will be 
ſpared to thoſe, who are lo perſumptuous to
